HENDRICKS COUNTY 


Family Promise of Hendricks County has been 
hard at work these last few months working 
as a first line of contact for persons who 
need assistance, many of which have never 
needed it before. Even with all that has been 
done, this is anticipated to be the calm before 
the storm. Safety nets are going to run out 
and eviction moratoriums will be lifted soon. 
The staff at Family Promise is anticipating a 
significant increase in people seeking help for 
homelessness. Staff is planning to be on site 
at eviction hearings to mediate before going 
into court to prevent as much homelessness 
as possible. 


Since PUMC’s last Family Promisehost week, all 
three families have found permanent housing! 
Three new families are now in the residential 
program getting intense case managementto 
assist them on their way. As of right now the 
families are not rotating to different churches 
and meals are being dropped off at the Avon 
UMC house where they are staying until the 
rotations can safely happenagain. PUMC'snext 
host week begins August 30. More information 
to come as the time nears. 


Volunteers can again be found helping around 
theresourcecenters. As families move out, they 
need furniture and household items (and the 
people to help move them!) If you have these 
items or a truck to help move them, contact 
Lisa at lisa@familypromisehendrickscounty. 
org to find out the specific needs.
